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RATES AND METHOD OF RATING 


The function of rates is to provide a fund for the payment of 
compensation and other costs of accidents in the industries in 
Schedule 1 of the Act. While the Accident Fund is one and 
indivisible and the liability rests upon all industry collectively, 
industries under Schedule 1 of the Act are divided into 27 classes 
for the purpose of assessment and compensation. The classes are 
numbered from | to 27, each class containing one or more groups 
and rate numbers, all of which are also numbered. 


A separate account is kept by the Board for each of the rate 
numbers in each class, and into that account are entered all 
assessments received and all compensation and medical aid awarded. 
Broadly speaking, therefore, each of the rate numbers is, in effect, a 
mutual insurance association of the employers in that rate number. 
However, a Disaster Reserve is provided for the purpose of assisting 
any rate number which cannot alone sustain the cost of abnormal 
losses occurring in any year. 

At the beginning of the year each employer is required to send to 
the Board an estimate of his probable payroll for that year, and 
upon the payrolls so received, assessment is made. This provisional 
assessment is subject to adjustment at the end of the year when the 
actual payrolls are known. 

A study is made of the experience of past years and also the 
present financial position of each rate number, for the purpose of 
establishing the ‘assessment rates. The amount of assessment 
payments required for accident costs is determined and, in addition, 
provision is made for the costs of administration, the cost of an 
Accident Prevention Association where the rate number has such an 
Association, and a provision for reserve funds and contingencies. 


The annual assessment rates are set after consideration of all these 
factors. 
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GENERAL ORDERS 


Date for Filing Pay Roll Returns 


1. The last day of February in each year is prescribed as the date 
on or before which employers are yearly to prepare and transmit to 
the Board the statement and information required under sub-section 
1 of section 93 of the Act. 


Additional Assessment for Delay in 
Submitting Pay Roll Statement 


2. (1) Where an employer does not prepare and transmit to the 
Board the statement of earnings, within the time prescribed in Order 
1 or sub-section 2 of section 93 of the Act, he shall be assessed an 
additional assessment of 5 per cent of the adjusted assessment in 
each industry for the year then last past. 


(2) The total of such additions to assessments in each industry 
shall in no case exceed $500. 


Assessments, How Levied and Payable 


3. (1) Assessments shall be levied provisionally upon the esti- 
mate of pay roll which the employer gives the Board, or, if he gives 
no estimate or if the Board deems his estimate too low, upon an 
estimate fixed by the Board. 


(2) The assessment levied for any industry shall not be less than 
$25.00. 


(3) Every current year’s assessment is to be payable in one 
payment. 


(a) where the assessment is issued on or before the 31st day of 
August, within sixty days after the date of the posting of the 
notice of assessment, and 


(b) where the assessment is issued on and after the Ist day of 
September, within thirty days after the date of the posting of 
the notice of assessment; 


(c) after the actual pay roll for the year has been ascertained and 
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the assessment adjusted, any additional assessment levied is to 
be payable with the payment of the next provisional 
assessment. 


Additional Assessment for Delay in Payment 


4. (1) Every employer who does not pay an assessment or any 
portion of an assessment on the due date as provided in Order 3 is 
‘to pay as a penalty for his default in payment 5 per cent of the 
amount for which he is in default. 


(2) Where the default continues beyond one month after the due 
date of the notice of assessment, every employer in default is to pay 
2 per cent for each additional two months’ period or fraction 
thereof of default in addition to the additional assessment for 
non-payment set out in sub-order 1. 


(3) The penalty for default in payment is to be applied against 
the amount for which the employer is in default even though this 
amount may include a penalty or penalties previously made. 


Additional Assessment for Under-estimate 
of Pay Roll 


5. Where it is found in adjusting an employer’s assessment that 
his actual statement of earnings for any industry, is more than 
double the estimate of earnings upon which he has been assessed, he 
shall be charged an additional assessment of 5 per cent of the 
difference between the provisional and adjusted assessments, 
exclusive in each case of the additional assessments provided for in 
Orders 2 and 4. 


Personal Coverage for Employers, Partners, Their Spouses, 
Executive Officers and Independent Operators 


An employer, partner, or their spouse while working for the firm, 
independent operator, or a director and/or executive officer of a 
corporation or limited company can apply for personal coverage. 
Each person desiring personal coverage must sign on the forms pro- 
vided by the Board. Personal coverage will be assessed on a calendar 
year basis. Where more than one industry is operated, the personal 
coverage is pro-rated over the industries in the same manner as 
office and general wages. 


Executive officers of corporations or limited companies electing 
coverage are to be covered at their earnings subject to the maximum 
in the Act. Independent operators, sole proprietors, partners, and 
their spouses are to estimate their earnings at a reasonable amount 
which is acceptable to the Board. 


An individual for whom personal coverage is in effect is deemed 
to be an employee under section 11 of The Workmen’s Compensa- 
tion Act. In case of a work accident, his right of action for damages 
is restricted as against other employees and employers in Schedule 
1 of the Act. Those requesting personal coverage may wish to con- 
sult their own lawyer so that they can evaluate whether personal 
coverage is of benefit to them. 


An “Executive Officer” is anyone holding the position of Chair- 
man or Vice-Chairman of the Board of Directors, President, Vice- 
President, Secretary, Treasurer, or Director in a limited liability 
company, or General Manager or Manager designated an officer by 
by-law or resolution of the Directors. 


Work Let to Contractors 


Where work, in or for the purpose of an industry (e.g., logging, 
teaming, building, etc.) is let to a contractor, the principal carrying 
on the industry must, if the contractor or sub-contractor has not 
furnished the Board with a pay roll statement, include in his own 
pay roll statement the earnings of the employees of the contractor 
and any sub-contractor. He may, however, be reimbursed by the 
contractor or sub-contractor for assessment for which the latter 
would have been liable (Sec. 9). 


Principals are also required to see that contractors or sub- 
contractors who make their pay roll returns direct to the Board shall 
pay all assessments made upon them by the Board, and the 
principals are liable to make good any default therein but are 
entitled to be indemnified by the contractor or sub-contractor (Sec. 
9). 


Whenever pay rolls of contractors or sub-contractors are included 
in principal’s return, the rates applied to each contractor’s or 
sub-contractor’s pay roll shall be the same as if the contractor or 
sub-contractor were himself reporting his own pay roll to the Board. 
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The Rate Numbers designated by (*) are under our 
Experience Rating Plan. 


To be eligible for the Plan, an employer must have an 
assessable payroll of $40,000.00 or more and have been 
assessed at least $500.00 for each of three consecutive 
years.

REGULATIONS MADE BY THE BOARD UNDER THE 
WORKMEN’S COMPENSATION ACT 


GENERAL 


Interpretation 


In this Regulation, 
(a) “‘office building” means a building used or occupied, wholly 
or partly, for office purposes; 


(b) “restaurant”’ means a cafe, cafeteria, dining-room, tea-room 
or coffee-room or any place where meals or refreshments are 
served on order to the public. 


Industries Excluded From Part 1 Of The Act 


The following industries are excluded from the operation of Part 
1 of the Act: 


Barbering and shoe-shining establishments. 
Educational work, veterinary work and dentistry. 
Funeral-directing and embalming.

Taxidermy.

Toronto Fire Department Excluded 


Part 1 of the Act does not apply to the permanent employees of 
the Fire Department of the City of Toronto who are under The 
Toronto Fire Department Superannuation and Benefit Fund.

separately rated and assigned to the class, sub-class or group 
to which that industry would ordinarily belong;

Trimming or Tree-Surgery done by Landscaping firms, 
where the yearly payroll exceeds $1,000, shall be segregated 
and separately rated; 


(f) field activity of Architects, Engineers, Geologists, where the 
yearly payroll exceeds $1,000 shall be segregated and 
separately rated at the rate for the project concerned; and 


(g) a store operated in conjunction with a general lumber or 
builders’ supplies business and open to the general public, 
where the yearly payroll exceeds $1,000, shall be segregated 
and separately rated. 


(3) Where distinctly separate plants or establishments are 
operated in the same industry, the employer may transmit to 
the Board separate pay-rolls, and in that case the pay-rolls shall 
bear the rate of assessment chargeable to the industry. 


(4) Where an associated employer performs any service which 
normally would be an integral part of an industry or business 
named in Part I of the Act, the associated employer shall be 
classified and rated the same as the industry for which the 
service is performed and where more than one rate of assessment 
is involved, the pay-roll for the associated employer shall be 
apportioned pro rata at the different appropriate rates. 


Operations Carried On Partly As A Business 


. The pay-roll of employees engaged in operations carried on partly 
as an industry under Schedule 1 and partly as an industry not 
under Schedule 1 shall be rated and dealt with by the Board as if 
all the operations were under Schedule 1. 
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Speculative Building

Schedule 2 is 
printed on page 32 for convenience of reference. 

Adding or Transferring Industries on Application 

sec. 90 provides that the Board may, upon the application of the 
employer, add to Schedule 1 any industry or department of work 
not covered, or transfer from Schedule 2 to Schedule 1 anything 
included in Schedule 2, or under Section 92, add to Schedule 2 
anything not included in Schedule 1. 

Domestic Servants 

Sec. 127 provides that the Act shall not apply to domestic or 

menial servants or their employers. 


Definition of “Construction”
